Florence, Dee. 6.—Parliament was opened 

on Monday by King Victor Emanuel. The 
King, in his speech from the throne, declared 
that, with Rome as the capital, the edifice 
commenced by Charies Albert was crowned 
and the freedom of Italy was‘compicted. It'was 
pow no task for the Chambers to make her 
great and heppy ‘‘while we are thus happy.”’ 
He continued: ‘‘Twe nations, the glorious 
representatives of civilization, are engaged in 
a horribie struggle, We will persist in our 
_€florts to induce them to. end the cerflict, and 
“prove wat tinited Iraly is an element of or- 
der, liberty, and peace in Europe.” In 
reference to the Pope his Majesty said: “It 
was the duty of the nation to secure to the 
Supreme Pontiff the free exercise of his reli- 
gious offices and the maiutenance of his rela- 
tions with the Catholie world.” Improve- 
ments in the administration of the govern. 
went and the development of the military 
and educational systems were promised. 


In regard to the election of Prince nd 


eps to the throne of Spain, the King said: “‘A 
sister nation bas invited our son to rule over 
its destinies. We rejoice in the great honor 
conferred on our dynasty, and hope that it 
will bring equivalent benefits to Spain.” The 
speech conciudes with congratulations on the 
present condition and hopes for the future ca- 
reer of the nation, and was received with en- 
thusiastic cheers by the members.

BurFaLo, Dec. 8.—The National Board of 
Trade met at 9o0’clock. The delegates from 
Louisville took seats. After preliminary pro- 
ccedings the Board took action upon several 
questions of public importance. 

lst. In reference to direct importations to 
the interior.

THE INCOME TAX. 


Wasurxneton, December 8.—There seems 
to be no longer any Coubt that during the 
present session of Congress the income tax 
will be abolished, At least a dozen bills look- 
ing to this end are already presented, and 
there isa stronger feeling against the tax 
than ever before. Many members assert that 
since the reduction of the tax during last 
session; little more than the expense o! col- 
lecting it will be realized, and that if it is 
wkolly led, the Revenue Bureau will be 
enabled to reduce the force of officers and 
clerks, and abate other numerous expendi- 
tures to such a degree that the Govergment 
will lose tittle by the change, to gay nothin 
of the benefits which will follow the aboli, 
tion of tax. On the other hand it is under- 
stood that a najovity of the Committee on 
Ways and Means will not favor the imme- 
diate repeal of the tax. Some of the mem- 
bers think it had better be allowed to stand 
as it is, until it expires by limitation, June 2, 
1872, and others say that if any action is to 
be taken, it had better be left te the Forty- 
second Copgress, the present Congress hay- 
ing already passed upon the question during 
the last session, after full consideration.

Another Reminiscence of Admiral 
Porter 


{From the N. Y. Sun.) 

Gen. Grant must remember very well the 
history of the rebel guns of Grand Gulf. On 
the 29:h of Apri}, 1863, Admiral Porter attack- 
ed Grand Gulf with his iron-clads, and fought 
the rebels there with all his might for six 
hours. Then he withdrew, having accom- 
plished nothing, the rebel! guns firing at him 
as he moved out of range. Two days after- 
ward, on May 1, Graut fought tne battle of 
Port Gibson, some fifteen mules east of Grand 
Gulf, and won it. In consequence the rebels 
abandoned their fortificatiovs at Grand 
Gulf, not long before daylight on the 
morning of May 2; and precipitately  re- 
treated to Viecksbarg, blowing up their 
magazi' es and leaving on the ground the ir 
tillery of the fort which was too heavy to be 
moved. As soon as Admiral Porter heard 
the explosion, be burried up ins a tug-boat, 
got ashore in the course of the morning, and 
took possession of this artillery. Then he had 
each gun marked with white paint in these 
words—we quote them from memory only—: 
“Captured by the U. 8. Mississinpi flotil'a, 
under Acting Rear Admiral D. D. Porter, ina 
nuval, ection at Grand Gulf, of the 29th of 
April, 1868.°" This was a romance of the first 
water; but the Admiral did it with 
coolness. Afterward, when the guns 
were needed for the siege of Vicksburg, 
they were brought up there-and placed 
in battery with the inscription upon therm. 
The soldiers usedto read it and vigorou:!y de- 
pounce Admiral Porter as the author of 
false statement. The efficers of the army 
made no secret of their contempt for the fic 
tion, and but for Porter's unquestionable 
bravery, he would have been hooted -when- 
ever he appeared among them. Gen. Grant 
also repeatedly saw Porter's inscription, and 
knew from it that the assertions of the 
miral could not be trusted, because they were 
sometimes false. How then is he likely to 
believe him now?

THE DEMONSTRATIONS OF 1849.

Itmnow crosses 
the Cantons of Valais and Tessino in a 
northeasterly direction, till it strikes the 
Tyrol a little south ot the point where the 
Rbaetian Alps enter that country. The 
German part of Switzerland comprises the 
whole of that country, with the exception 
of the foJowing Cantons: Neuf Cnatel, 
Vaud and Geneva, and parts ot the follow- 
ing: Berne, Fribourg, Valais, Tessino and 
Les Grisons. 

In the Tyrol the Italian language has 
been gaining steadily. Trient, which used 
to be exclusively German, is -now alto- 
gether Italian. Between Trient and Sa!- 
win, on the Adige, to the south of Batzen 
is the most advanced point of the German 
tongue in the Tyrol. A good many vil- 
lages near by and further east toward 
Roveredo were still German in the last 
generation, but the German language has 
been forced out of mostof them. One vil- 
lage after another is losing its German 
character in this district, and the Italian 
language has penetrated almost as far as 
Batzen. This tact is explained by the 
growth ot the silk culture, which is car- 
ried on mostly by Italians; besides, Italian 
labor is cheaper, and the Italians are of a 
more temperate and satisfied character 
than the German Tyrolese, which makes 
landholders give the preterence to the 
former. 
the German nationality in that country 
must be found in the influence of the Cath- 
olic clergy, which decidedly favors the Ital- 
ianps in mixed communities. Wherever 
Italian laborers settle a mixed school is 
started at once, and very soon it will be- 
come altogether Italian. The priest will 
preach in Italian, and so the German lan- 
guage will die out in the course of a gen- 
eration. 

From this extreme southern point the 
line turns northward, and running along 
the Alps is uniform with the political bor- 
der of Tyrol. Thenit touches the south- 
west corner of Carinthia, and runs along 
the political border of that province to- 
wards Friaul, where there exists a mux- 
ture ofthe German, Italian and Slavic 
tongues. It then crosses Carinthia and 
Styria in the direction of Villach, Klagen- 
turt and Marburg, and touches the border 
ot Hungary and Rachtersburg. To the 
south of Carinthia aud Styria the German 
tongue is gaining rapidly, except in Triest, 
where the Italian continues to be the B pre 

vailing language. 

Toward Hungary the ethnographical 
borders of Germany are rather indi8tinct. 
The Magyar race which occupies the cen- 
ter of the country is surrounded by differ- 
ent nationalities, in which scattered Ger- 
man communities are found, 

The population of Bohemia is a mixture 
of Germans and Czeches; the former torm 
about two-fifths and the latter three-fifths 
of the population. The Germans live prin- 
cipally in the highlands, and the Czeches 


| in the lowlands; the latter reside mostly in 


the center of the country. The capita), 
Prague, is more than half German. In 
Moravia and Upper Silesia the population 
is also of a mixed character. In the former 
the Slavic race and in the latter the Ger- 
mans predominate, 

Now the line leaves Austria and enters 
Prussia along the line of the Oder. Prus- 
sian Silesia is more than three-quarters 
German, Running north with the Oder, 
the line crosses to the left bank above 
Oppeln, recrosses the river between Op- 
peln and Breig, and strikes Posen at 
Kempin. This province contams again a 
mixed population, and it would be hard to 
draw a line between the nationalities. 
The provinces of West and East Prussia, 
formerly the domain of the German order, 
are now almost altogether German, al- 
though they contain many traces of the 
Slavic race. But these remnants of the 
former inhabitants are so scattered that 
wecan assign them no particular district, 

Inthe Baltic provinces of Russia, for- 
merly also a part of the territories of the 
German order, German manners, language 
and education prevail in the cities. In 
Livonia, bstaonia and Kourland the edu- 
cated classes, the nobility and the clergy 
are altogether German; only the rural 
population is non-German, and this is par- 
ticularly owing to the cflorts of the Rus- 
sian government to ake Russians out of 
them. 

Toward Denmark, the northern districts 
of Schleswig contain a mixed p»pulation, 
although the Danes seem to prevail.
